Special Grant 


Elba officials are working to get a 
‘*Pro-Action’’ grant. This grant is to 
hire and train young workers from age 
16 to 19 and is a part of the CETA 
program, In the photo Elba 
Officials are meeting with CETA 
officials, engineers and others to work 
out the detail of the application. Four 
cities in the US will be funded and Elba 
is one of ten selected to apply for these 
monies, The funds were originally to 
train power plant operators but can also 
be used to train youth to construct and 
maintain recreation facilities, etc. 

When youths are hired and tested 
they are scheduled for any formal 
schooling needed. This schooling will be 
done at Elba High School as will 
training in such things as welding, etc. 
The grant will be for a minimum of 


$303,000 for two years or more but the 
application will request more. Require- 
ments are that at least 65% of the funds 


go directly to pay labor including a 
manager and supervisors.

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Lights Will Be Off Sunday 


A power outage scheduled for early 
Sunday morning, May 4, will temporar- 
ily interrupt electric service to several 
areas and communities in and near 
Elba. 


Some consumers of Covington Elec- 
tric Cooperative will be affected by the 
outage, as will all consumers served by 
the Elba system. The outage is 
scheduled to begin around 5:00 a.m., 


* and last approximately four hours. 


The interruption is necessary so 
personnel of Alabama Electric Cooper- 
ative (AEC), which supplies electric 
power at wholesale to Covington 
Electric and the City of Elba, can safely 


pertorm required maintenance and 
improvement work on the high voltage 
power facilities at AEC's Elba sub- 
station, 

Covington Electric officials stated 
the outage would affect Co-op con- 
sumers in the following areas: 

Sunset Boulevard, in Elba; Bell's 
Crossing, Curtis, Basin, Lee, and 
Woodland Grove Communities; Elba to 
Danley's Crossroads; Elba-Kinston 
Highway to Basin; Elba-Troy Highway 
to Big Creek; Elba-Victoria Highway 
and Whitewater Church; Elba-Airport 
Road, and Girl Scout Camp area. 

Cleo Hawkins said all electricity will 
be off in Elba during this time. 


Elba Council Hears Ordinance 


_ The Elba City Council met Tuesday 
night in a special meeting to hear the 
reading of a sales tax ordinance 
required to move forward with the new 
expansion of the hospital and nursing 
home, The $1.9 million project has 
been approved for 5% funding, but 
before the bortds were issued, the 
previous $75,000 a year guarantee by 
the city officials had to be put in legal 
form, 

An ordinance recommended by 
Mayor Folsom would not have filled the 
requirements, according to those 
knowledgeable in law. It read that Elba 
would furnish the $75,000 ‘if we have 
it,’ said one councilman and experts 
explained to this newspaper that no 
money is ever loaned on such shaky 
repayment terms.

indicated they would approve at the 
next regular meeting does the same as a 
resolution passed by this body last year. 
It guarantees ‘‘up to $75,000 a year’’ 
from the general fund for a period of 25 
years, 

Folsom questioned the expanding of 
the nursing home ‘‘when he knew of 
one closing three wings.'’ Hospital 
Administrator Jim Nichols pointed out 
several that are expanding and said 
Enterprise started building on 55 
additional beds last week. He said the 
Elba facility had a waiting list on 
seventy local citizens wanting beds 
right now. 

' In other action the council voted 
unanimously for Mayor Folsom to buy 
the lawnmowers he needed to get the 
grass cut in the cemetery and other 
places around town. 


Jail Suit Again Before Judge 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, April 28, 
at the courthouse in Enterprise, and 
heard County Attorney Warren Rowe 
remind them of an upcoming date with 
the Circuit Court. 


“There will be a hearing for a 
progress report on the court order to 
build a jail in Enterprise on May 20 at 
10:00 a.m.,’’ said Rowe, ‘‘and we will 
inform the judge we are movitig forward 
in an orderly manner and that progress 
is Dene made to comply with the court 
order,"’ 


Monday's meeting lasted only two 
hours, but was very active. The 
meeting's first visitor was Mr. Luther 
Hickman, a resident of District 4, who 
wanted an old road to be given back to 
him. 


*‘When the new road was paved 
near my home,’’ said Hickman, ‘‘the 
old road was straightened out, which 
means a portion was left out. The new 
road has been completed for 12 to 14 
years, but! still haven’t gotten back the 
land | gave for the part of the road that 
was abandoned, I don’t think it will do 
anyone else any good.”’ 


County Engineer Leslie Mullins 
Stated the county had no need for the 
land and agreed it should be returned to 
Mr. Hickman. The Commission agreed 
to deed the land back to Hickman. 


Before leaving, Hickman added, 
‘The large gulley near the road needs a 


fence and a ‘No Dumping’ sign because 
it is being used as a dump. The trash 
will eventually fill the gulley and create 
water problems.’’ 


Engineer Mullins stated he would 
up the sign and reported the 


Forestry Department had plans to burn

the trash. 


The Commission is not certain what 
help it can give, but they pledged to 
approve whatever is required to help 
the ‘'S-Star Fire Department’’ become 
incorporated. The rural fire department 
will serve the communities of Chestnut 
Grove, New Hope, Roeton, Tarentum 
and Victoria, and needs to become 
incorporated for legal purposes.

The cigarette companies 
are worried how dramatically 
public attitudes toward 
smoking are changing. And 
they are plotting strategies to 
protect their mulit-billion 
collar industry, 

A survey conducted for 
the companies by the Roper 
Organization found that 


two-thirds of nonsmokers 
believe that secondhand 
smoke is hazardous to their 
health. Half of all smokers 
believe their smoke is harm- 
ful to others, ‘‘The issue, as 
we see it, is no longer what 
the smoker does to himself,"’ 
Says the survey report, ‘‘but 
what he does to others,”’ 


The cigarette companies 
are upset that the report has 
been released to the general 
public, and they are suing 
the Federal Trade 
Commission. 

The survey found there is 
already majority sentiment 
for separate «moking sec- 
tions in all public places they 
askeu wooul, More people 
say they would vote for-- 
rather than against--a politi- 
cal candidate who takes a 
position favoring a ban on 
smoking in public places. 
The percentage of people 
who smoke cigarettes is at 
the lowest in public places. 
The percentage of people 


who smoke cigarettes is at 
the lowest level measured in 
the past ten years, the report 
found. And there is wide- 
spread support for anti- 
smoking education in the 
school..and at the very early 
years. 

To combat such attitudes, 
the report suggests some 
short-range tactics. To divide 
and conquer nonsmokers, 
the report proposed cutting a 
wedge between those who 
are ‘relatively unexcited’ 
about the secondhand 
smoking issue and labeling 
others the ‘antismoking 
zealots.'’’ The ‘zealots’ could 
be portraved as ‘fuma-

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phobes’ who suffer an 
unreasonable fear of 
cigarette smoking, the report 
suggested. The cigarette 
industry has already used 
this divisive tactic in a series 
of double-page, full color ads 
that have appeared in 
national magazines.

These num- 
bers may be reached from 8 
a.m. to S p.m. Monday 
through Friday.

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CARE OF UPHOLSTRY 

Regular care for your 
upholstered furniture keeps 
it attractive and extends its 
usefulness. 

Brush or vacuum the 
upholstry regularly so dust 
and soil don’t get into the 
fibers. 

If you're going to clean 
the upholstered fabric with a 
shampoo or solvent, pre-test 
it first in an inconspicuous 


snot. Then check for discoior- 


ation, shrinkage or other 
surtace cnange. Some carry a 
label with helpful cleaning 
instructions. 

Use all cleaning agents 
sparingly, with minimum 
wetting of the fabric. After 
cleaning, remove remaining 
soap by wiping the entire 
fabric surface with a clean, 
dampened cloth. Soap left on 
the fabric tends to coat it and 
makes the fabric finish less 
effective. 

When the detergent has 
been thoroughly rinsed 
away, and the fabric is 
completely dry, you may 
wish to re-treat your fabric 
finish, especially in the 
major-wear areas. Be sure to 


follow instructions on the 
label. 
AIR CONDITIONERS 


If you're like most 
people, the first time you 
tested your air conditioner 
for the summer was the day 
it got hot. If it didn’t work, 
you probably called for a 
service technician, went out 
to buy a new one or suffered. 

Service technicians, of 
course, are very busy with 
other calls when hot weather 
arrives. And the stores are 
often jammed. 


You can get ahead for 


the summer rush and help 
your air conditioner work 
more efficiently. 

Trim bushes and shrubs. 
Free air circulation around 
the air conditioner is es- 
sential to good performance. 

Check the filter. Just as 
bushes restrict air flow on 


the outside, a dirty filter 
restricts it on the inside. Be 
sure to clean the filter and 
check it about once a month 
for the entire cooling season. 
And check the coils, 
inside and out. Dirt ac- 
cumulation on the coils 
reduces efficiency. Such ac- 
cumulation is most likely to 
occur on the outside coils. 


AWAY FROM HOME 
MEALS 


In the near future it's 
predicted we will be eating 
half our meals away from 
home. Many of these meals 
will be eaten in fast food 


restaurants. 
The results of a recent 
nutrition study of foods 


served at fast food chains 
show the foods do contain 
some nutrients. Therefore, 
we shouldn’t use the term 
fast food as synonymous with 


junk food. 
The main problem with 
most fast food meals is 


they're not nutritionally 
balanced. Meals of pizza, 
chicken or beef usually 
contain more than enough 
protein for a child or adult for 
one meal. But for the number 
of calories they provide, they 
tend to oversupply you with 
fats and salt and to under- 
supply you with vitamins A 
and C, several B vitamins 
and iron. While the meals 
themselves are low in sugar, 
the typical drinks are not. 

You might be interested 
to know that the word 
“‘milk’’ has been dropped 
from the name on many 
menus because most fast- 
food shakes are not made 
with whole milk, cream or ice 
cream. Rather,  they’re 
usually a synthetic food 
made primarily from 
vegetable oil, casein, nonfat 
milk solids, emulsifiers, 
flavorings and sugar. The 
adjective ‘‘thick’’ often 
precedes the work shake to 
keep you from noticing the 
absence of *'milk.’’

Disaster Payment Extended 


Rollan Day, Chairman of 
the Coffee County Agricul- 
tural Stabilization and 
Conservation (ASC) commit- 
tee, said the new Agricul- 
tural Adjustment Act signed 
recently by President Carter 
extended the disaster pay- 
ments program through the 
1980 crop year. 

The ASCS disaster pay- 
ments program provides crop 
protection against severe 
weather conditions and 
includes provisions for pre- 
vented planting and low crop 
yields. ‘‘If farmers expect 
low yields on their small 
grain crops because of severe 
winter weather they should 
contact our office,’’ Mr. Day 
said. Applications for 
disaster credit must 
generally be filed within 15 
days after harvest, while 
evidence of the crop is 
present, 

The program authorizes 
payments to wheat and feed 
grain producers whose crop 


yield is less than 60U percent 
of the established yield times 
the acreage planted for 
harvest. “‘This payment is 
based only on the deficiency 
in production below 60 
percent,’’ Day said. For rise 
and upland cotton producers, 
the payment is based on 
production losses below 75 
percent. 

Farmers will also be 
eligible to receive disaster 
payments when they are 
prevented from producing 
any program crop for harvest 
because of a natural disaster. 
The ASCS official said the 
disaster must also prevent 
the planting of other later 
nonconserying crops such as 
grain sorghum. 

The disaster payments 
program covers drought, 
flood, hail, windstorm, insect 
infestation, plant disease or 
any other type of disaster 
which occurs through no 
fault of the farmer.

CHEMICAL HELP 

1 do my best to keep up 
with the very best recom- 
mendations for weed end 
grass control in peanuts. For 
example, if you will tell me 
the weeds which give you the 
biggest problem, I can give 
recommendations for crack- 
ing time or later applications 
of herbicides, 

1 also keep up with 
soybean recommendations. 
For example, growers who 
have a lot of crabgrass, 
coffeeweed and beggarweed 
will probably want to use a 
mixture of Treflan or Sencor 
or Lexone. Incorporate be- 
fore planting. Sencor and 
Lexone are identical mater- 
ials made by different com- 
panies. Either of these will 
do probably the best job of 
any herbicide to prevent 
coffeeweeds.

SOYBEAN VARIETIES 

Farmers planting soy- 
‘beans will be interested in 
knowing the recommended 
varieties for the different 
planting dates. 

Dr. John Henderson, our 
soybean specialist, recom- 
mends Davis, Centennial, or 
Coker 156 if you are going to 
plant now and in early May. 
If you are going to plant from 
mid-May on out into early 
June, use the Bragg or 
Ransom. For late June 
beans use Hutton, Cobb or 
Coker 448. 

Do not plant the Bedford 
or Forrest varieties in Coffee 
County or south of Coffee 
County. They are too early 
for this part of the country. 


LAWN WEEDS ; 
Dan Presley gave me a tip 
on how to control weeds in 
your lawn. Quite a few 
weeds are growing rapidly in 
lawns inthe county. In a few 
more days they will make 
seed heads and you will have 
the same problem next year. 
One way to prevent an excess 
weed buildup in the lawn is 
to mow your lawn before 
these weeds get mature. 
Another way is to use 
Balan granules the first week 
in October and the first week 
in February at the rate of 2-3 
pounds per 1,000 square 
feet. This will keep a lot of 
weed and grass seed, includ- 
ing Bahiagrass seed, from 
germinating. You can also 
Spray existing weeds. They 
are easy to kill when small. 


MULCHING 

Would you like to know 
how to conserve moisture 
and control weeds at the 
same time in your garden? 
Mulching is the answer. 

You can mulch your tom- 
atoes, peas, beans, squash, 
okra, and other vegetables 
easily. A lot of good 
gardeners use leaves, pine 
straw, or bark. Old hay is 
risky because you might 
bring in undesirable seed. 
Peanut hulls work fine if you 
are careful not to bring in 
nutgrass and other undesir- 
able weeds. Sawdust works 
beautifully, and also shavy- 
ings, chips or lawn clippings. 

How deep do you mulch? 
You might want to put down 
4-6 inches of mulch around 
your plants depending on the 
material that you use. Then 
after it rains, it will settle 
down to 2-3 inches deep 
which should control weeds 
and conserve moisture.

USDA Proposes 
Loan Premiums 


For Crop Peanuts 


A proposed schedule of 
loan differentials, discounts 
and premiums for the 1980 
peanut program was an- 
nounced recently by Ray 
Fitzgerald, Administrator of 
the U.S, Department of 
Agriculture’s Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conserva- 
tion Service. 

The peanut support pro- 
gram is required by law. 
Differentials, premiums and 
discounts are based on the 
national average support 
levels of $455 per short ton 
for quota peanuts and $250 
per ton for additional pea- 
nuts, « 
Fitzgerald and USDA 
propose to use basically the 
same method in determining 
the 1980 rates as that used 
for the 1979 crop. 

Differentials for Virginia 
type peanuts would be 2 
percent above the sound 
mature kernel value of run- 
ner type peanuts; different- 
ials for Spanish type peanuts 
would be one-half percent 
above the sound mature 
kernel value of runner pea- 
nuts. 

The loan value per ton for 
Valencia types suitable for 
cleaning and roasting and 
grown in the Southwest 
would be the same as for 
Virginia type peanuts. 

The deadline for receiv- 
ing public comment on the 
proposal is June 16. Written 
comments should be sent to 
the Director, Price Support 
and Loan Division, 3741-S, 
USDA-ASCS, P. 0.
